(a) Name, father’s name and residence of the person for whom 
the licence is asked.

The licence shall be valid, subject to pay¬ 
ment of the annual licence fee, until it is cam^elled. 

Fees for licences. 

2. (/) The fee payable for a licence to be a local forwarding 
agent shall be ten rupees ])er annum.

of any entry or entries made therein. 

(2) After the close of each year the local forwarding agent shall 
furnish the (hmtroller and the District Magistrate with a statement 
showing the total juiniber of persons admitted into the (lepot, the 
number of <asuallies among them by death, desertion, rejection and 
other causes separately arid ahso the total number des])alched to each 
tea estate during the year.

(!. Mvery local forwarding agent shall make proper iiuiuiries if 
he is not satisfied that the names and addresses given by tjie iiersons 
assiste.l to emigrate and by iiersons assisting them to emigrate arc 
correct. 

7. h'.very local forwarding agent shall make careful enquiries 
regarding women unaccompanied by their husbands, who propose to 
proceed to Assam as assisted emigrants, with a view to ensuring tliat 
no married woman living with lier husliand is forwai-ded to Assam 
in contravention of sccliitn 32, and may dtdain such women at his 
depot for a [)i*riod not exceeding three days for investigation into their 
circumstances.

The drains 
shall be so constructed ns to carry off all rain and waste water and 
shall freciuently he disinfected. 

(2) The walls of the sdeelring and cimking sheds shall be white¬ 
washed or if of mats, disinfected with chloride of lime or phenyle at 
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least once in every six months, and in the event of an outljreuk of 
epidemic disease in the depot or the neighbourhood they shaJl he 
white-washed or disinfected at least once in each week, while such 
epidemic continues. The sleeping sheds shall be frequently disinfected 
and every effort shall be made to keep the depot free from hies. 

17. Unless a sufficient supply of water for drinking and washing 
])urposes is available from a municupal water-supply or other water- 
supply approved by the Civil Surgeon, a good masonry well shall be 
provided at every depot surrounded by a cemented masonry platform 
so sloped,as to convey the waste water away from the well. The well 
shall be covered in and fitted with a pump, or with a jnilley and 
(diaiti or lata and rope with a receptacle for drawing water attached. 
A special person shall be aiipointed to draw water from the wjdl for 
the einigrants and the latter shall not he permitted to use their own 
re('eptacles for drawing water therefrom. The well shall he freiiuently 
(lisinfeeted with permanganate of jH)tash or chlorine. A masonry 
jdaiforni of snitahle size for hathing and washing purposes shall he 
vprovideil if flie District Magistrate so directs aud it shall he at a 
<listance from the w'ell. Bathing and the washing of clothes at tlie 
well are prohibited. 

IH. Cverv assisted emigrant and every memher of his family 
accommodated at a depot shall ho supjdied twice a day at his own 
(hoiec with cooled meals, or rations and the means and oi»])o]iunity 
of cooking tln-m, iict-ording io the following scale.

No. JI.-1055.—In exercise of Ilie powers 
-j’onferred by secdou ~9 of the Indiuu Mines 
Act, 1923 (iV of 1923), the Governor-Geneiiu 
in Council is jtlciised to direct that the follow¬ 
ing further ani<-iirlinonts, having been pre¬ 
viously. pul)lished as requii'ed by sub-section 
{1) of spclio7i -11 of tlie said Act, shnll be 
made in tin* Indian Coal Mines Itegulatious, 
J92(), namely: — 

I. In regulation 15— 

.(/) For the proviso to sub-regulation (7) the 
following ]>rt)viso shall be substitut¬ 
ed, namely 

“‘I’rovide*! that where |)lans have been 
prej)aied on any othei- scale before 
the passing of these regulations, 
the (3iief Inspector may on appli¬ 
cation by (he owner, agent or 
manager permit such plans to i)e 
maintained on that scale.'’ 

(it) For aub-regulution (7) the following 
sub-regulation shall be substituted, 
namely; — 

'‘(4) The plans reijuired by this regula¬ 
tion shall be kept in the office at 
tile mine. 1'hey shall be accurate 
and shall be maintained up to a 
dale within six months; p?dvided 
that where any mine or seaju is 
abandoned or the working thereof 
has been tliscontinucd the plan 
shall, liefore sucli aliandonment oi' 
inimediaiely after such disconti¬ 
nuance, be brought up to date to 
the time of uband(jnmcnt or discon¬ 
tinuance, as the <-ase may be, 
unless such abandonment or dis¬ 
continuance has been caused by 
circumstances beyond the conirol 
of the owner, agent or manager, in 
which (-ase the fact that the plan 
is not up to date shall be recorded 
on it.” 

II. For regulation 75 the following regula¬ 
tion shall be Hubstitufed, namely: — 

“75. Where work is being done in any 
seam »»• part of a seam below 
another seam or part of a seam which 
contains or may contain an accuinu- 
latioii of water, or where 'wfork is 
Iieiiig done in an upper seam or part 
of an upper seam w'hich is at a lower 
. level than any part of a lower seam 

w'hieh contains or may contain an 
accumulation of water, adequate 
prer-Butions shall be taken against 
such an iiTuption of water into the 
seam where work is being done as 
would be likely to endanger the lives 
of the workmen in the mine.” 


III. After regulation 75, the following 
regululions shall be inserted, namely: — 

“75A. When the. owner, agent or 
manager of a mine intends or pro¬ 
poses by introducing water from the 
surface, or from any other part of 
the mine, or from an adjacent mine, 
to flood any part of the workings of 
his mine he shall give in writing not 
less fhan seven days notice of his 
infenfion to commence such opera¬ 
tions to the Chief Inspector and to 
the management of all adjacent 
mines and such other mines as might 
be affected by such flooding: 


Provided that the Chief Inspector may by 
order in writing— 

(a) iierinit smdi operations to be com¬ 
menced on any day prioi’ to the 
exjiiry of seven days from the 
receipt of notice; or 

(h) require that such operations shall not 
be commenced until after the 
expiry of .such time, not exceeding 
twenty days, from the receipt of 
notice as he may specify in this 
behalf. 

7511. If tlie operations in respect of which 
notice is fiiven under legulation 75A 
are not commenced within sixty days 
from the ex[)iry of the period of 
notice «)f seven days therein referred 
To, the notice shall be deemed to have 
lapsed and tin* pi'ovisions of that 
regulation shall apply as if no such 
I'oliie had been given.” 


IT. .\fiei- legulation 78, the following 
regulation sliall be inserted, namely: — 

“78A. Whenever ‘ crush ’ of pillars or 
any symptom of impending collapse 
other than that ordinarily caused by

2. The Uenfyal Retrenchment (\immiftt>e of 1932 have now recom¬ 
mended an increase of 50 per cent, in the fees leviable on these docrj- 
ments, as they do not consider that such an increase will cause any 
hardship. 'I’he ttovernnient of Reufyal (Ministry of Education) have 
piven careful consideration to this projiosal. 'I’hey affree with the 
Committee that such a measure should not cause undue hardship; at 
the same, time it will hel|) to I'educe the iiniount of deficit in the pro¬ 
vincial revenues and ultimately make more nnmey axailable for 
constructive work. They have, therefore, decided to accept the recom¬ 
mendation of Helrcuchment Committee and to niise the tul nihirrm fees 
by 50 per cent, in cases where the value, of the property does not exceed 
lis. 250. This increase will take effect from the 1st Aupusl 1933. 


3. The Retrenchment. Committee also recommended the alralition 
of about 100 offices; although a final conclusion has not yet been 
reached in regaid to the number of offices which can be cdosed, the en¬ 
quiries so far made indicate that it w’ill not be possible to effect a 
reduction of the magnitude recommended by the Committee.

11. If it shall <‘ome to the knowledge of 
tlie licensees (whicdi expression .shall for the 
purpose of this clause and clause 12 imme¬ 
diately following be taken lo mean and inc lude 
the lic'cnsees, their emplovees, servants and 
agents and tlieir penuitted assigns! that any 
civil commotion or disturbance of the public 
peace or any strike or lockout of the natuie 
specified in sec-tion 15 of the Trade Disputes 
Act, 1929, likely to result in the interruption 
of supply’ of energy’ from the power stivtiou or 
to consumcr.s has c-ommenced or is presently 
apprehended bj' the lii-ensees, then the lic-en- 
sees or some one on their behalf shall give 
the District Magistrate or to a Magistrate near 
the licensees’ power station immediate and 
full information with regard thereto. 

12. If the lic-ensees shall in the opinion of 
the Loc-al Government have ftiiled to give 
such immediate and full information as is 
rec|uired in clause 11 hereof or if at any time 
any interruption of the supply shall oc‘C‘ur 
whic-h in the opinion! of the liocal Government 
is attributable to any wilful or preventable 
default or neglect on the psvrt of the licensees 
or if (he licensees shall in the opinion of the^ 
Local Government fail to comply’ with any 
of the provisions of any of the clauses of this 
license or if the general direction and control 
of the lic'cnsees shall cease, to be, in the hands 
of British subjects, the license may be re¬ 
voked.

'Thft Oflioial Receiver shall with such 
nolice include notice of a meeting to be held 
at his office (not later than 14 days from the 
date of the notice) when the (|uestion of the 
engagement of the servant or servants will be 
discAissed. 

II. That the following rules be numbered

Rule 9 A. Meeting between Offlcial Receiver 
and parties. —If at the meeting convened in 
accordance with the last mentioned rule it 
shall be di'cided that the employment of such 
servant or servants is unneceswiry, the Official 
Ueceiver shall forthwith dispense with the 
sei’vici's ot the servant or servants so engaged.

(2) new works;

51. The Boanl may sanction and execute all maintenance 
works without reference to any other authority. 


52. New works shall bo divided into minor works, costing 
not more than Rs. 10,000 and major works, costing more than 
Be. 10,000.

63. Now works are of two kinds— 

(1) district soheraes, and 

(2) other sohemos. 

A district scheme is a scheme for a new work for the im- 
provement or extension of the internal navigable channels 
within a district or districts. 

In case of doubt the Chairman shall decide whether a 
scheme is a district scheme or not and his decision shall be 
iinal. 


Procedure for District /Schemes, 

64. If any proposal for a district scheme is received by the 
Board from any source other than a district committee 
they shall send the proposal to the district committee. 


66. The district committee on receiving a proposal for a 
district scheme from the Board or from any other body or 
por.son shall either reject the scheme or send it to the 
Waterways Executive Engineer for report.

Provided that no order which is substantially contrary to the 
recommendation of the district committee shall be passed by 
the Board until the matteir ui issue has been placo<l before 
a meeting of the Board to which the district committee have 
by a prf)ptT notice been required to send a district member. 


68. When a detailed project for a district scheme or for 
any major work which is not a district scheme has been 
preparecl it shall lie sent to the district committee of every 
district in which any portion of the work is proposed to bo 
executed. The district committee shall record their opinion 
and submit it to the Board within such time not being loss 
than one month as may bo fixed by the Chairman. 


59. On receiving the report of the district committee on 
the detailed project or on expiry of the period mentioned in 
section 58, the-Board shall either reject the scheme or 
approve it: 

Provided that— 

(«) if the scheme is a district scheme which is a minor 
work no order which is substantially contrary to the recom¬ 
mendation of a district committee shall jiassed by the 
Board, until the scheme has been considered at a meeting to 
which a district member has been summoned ; 

(h) if the scheme is a district scheme which is a major 
work a district member shall be summoned to attend the 
meeting or meetings at which it is to be considered ;

(c) if the scheme is a major work which is not a district 
scheme and a district committee in submitting their opinion 
under section 58 have recorded an objection to the scheme, 
the Board shall not approve the scheme unless it has Imen 
considered at a meeting to which a district member of such 
district committee has been summoned ; or if the objection 
of the district committee is that the scheme ought not to be 
approved unless it is modified in a particular manner the 
Board may approve of the scheme as so modified, after 
informing the other district committees consulted under 
section 58, and after considering any objection to the 
modification which may be received from them within such 
time as may be fixed by the Chairman. 

60. Subject in the case of a minor M’ork which is a district 
scheme to the j»rovisions of sections 58 and 59, the Board 
may sanction any scheme for a minor work without reference 
to any other authority. 


61. All detailed projects for major works whether they are 
district schemes approved under section 59 or other schemes, 
shall be published in the Calcutta Gazette for general informa¬ 
tion, and copies of the notification shall be sent forthwith to 
the Local Covernment. 

62. After the expiry of a jieriwl of two months from the 
date of the publication in the Calcutta Gazette under section 
61 and after considering any objection that may have Iwcn 
niocived, the Board—

ceived from the Ijoc.al Government shall either sanction 
the execution of the scheme or pass such other orders as 
they may think fit ; 

(б) in the case of a major work costing not more than one 
lakli of ruj)ecs in which an objection has been ^^ceived from 
J..ocal Governm<'nt and in tlu' case of a major work estimated 
to cost more than one lakh of ruitces the Board shall reject or 
abandon the scheme or sanction the execution of the scheme 
after having received the approval of the Local Government; 

I’rovided that nothing contained in this Act shall authorise 
the Board to sanction or execute any W'ork contrary to a 
prohibition under the proviso to clause (b) of section 4.3, 
or without sanction under clause (c) of se<ition 43 or in 
contravention of the provisions of section 70 of the Bengal 
Embankment Act, 1882. 

63. A district mcml)er shall be summoned to any meeting 
of the Board at which a district scheme which is a major 
work is to be dealt with under section 02. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Taxation. 

64. All navigable channels under the control of the Board 
shall lai deemed to lie navigable channels notified by the 
Local Government under section 2 of the t'anals Act, 
1864, and the provisions of the said Act shall apply to and be 
in force as regards all such channels. 

65. The Board shall in respect of all lines of navigation 
under the control pf the Board discharge all or any of the 
functions of the ptirson appointed to collect tolls and of the 
Supervisor under the Canals Act, 1864.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Royal Commission on Agriculture in India in paragrajjh 292 of their leport, dated 
14th April, 1928, recommended the appointment of a technical Committee of experts to (ixaminc 
and report on the advisability of setting up a Provincial Waterways Board in Bengal. Coverii- 
ment of Bengal accepted the recommendation and made an announcement to this elTeict in 
the Bengal Legislative Council on 20th March, 1929, and nppointo<l a fbmmittec of cx|)erts. 
One of the term^ of reference was to con.sider the advisability of the formation of a Provin¬ 
cial Waterways Board. The Committee recommended that a Board of Trustees rejwesenting 
commercial and public opinion should be created by statute to take over the navigable water¬ 
ways in Bengal from the Irrigation Department and to administer and maintain them through¬ 
out the Presidency. The Committee’s detailwl recommendations contained in Chajrters 9, 
10, 11, 12 and 13 of their report were considered by Government and their decisions have 
been embodied in the shape of a Bill for presentation to the Bengal Legislative Council. The 
Bill has l)een modelled mainly on the Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911 (Bengal Act V of 1911).

Clauto 1(2) _ In view of the present t*conomic situation it is not intended that the Act 

should come into force as soon as it is passed. 

Glauso 2. — Definitions —(c) Channel .—The definition is wide but the power of the Board 
to assume coni.rol of channels is limited by the provisions of clauses 42 and 43. 

(g) Novi gable channel .—Tt is neeessarj' to secure that this term shall not be limited to 
channels navigable at all times of the year. 

Clauses 4 to 7. —The Irrigation Department Committee in paragraph 112 of their report 
recommended that the nucleus of the Board should Ik*— 

(1) Chairman {ex officio). 

(2) Chainnan of the Port Commissioners, Calcutta. 

(3) A member electt'd by Ihe Bengal Chamber of Commerce. 

(4) A member elected by the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce. 

{b) and (0) Two mem Iters elected by the Bengal Legislative Council. 

It is considcrtHl that of tin* two members to be clectcil by the Txjgislative Council one 
should be a Muhammadan and the other a non-Muhammadan, that instead of a member of 
the Bengal National ChamlK*r of Commerce two {tersons should lie appointed by such body or 
bodies as the Local Government shall from time to time nominate as reprt'senting the interest 
of the Indian merc*antile community and that two more memirers should Ije nominated by 
the Ijocal Government making the total number nine. The Board will thus be representative 
without being unwieldy. It is necessary that it should Ik* limited to a size consistent with the 
rapid and effeedive disftosal of biisin(*ss. For the reasons given by the Irrigation Department 
Committ<*e, representatives of Government or of the steamer companies have not been included. 

The Chairman of the Port (bmmissioners will be a member ex officio, but with the con¬ 
sent of the Port Commissioners he may appoint another jK'rson in his place. 

The Chairman will Ik* ajiiwintcd by Local Government. Vide also clauses 17 to 21. 

Clauu 12. —The Irrigation Department Committee recommended that there should be 
District Committee to assist and a<lvise and that they should also be used for the purpose of 
co-ordinating local efforts for other improvements siu li as those under the Bengal Agricultural 
and Sanitarj’ Improvement Act, 1929 (Bengal Act VI of 1920). The clause follows the 
recommendations of the Committee except that the Vice-Chairman of the District Boanl and 
Chairmen of the IxK^al Boards have been omitted and the Waterways Pl.xeciJtive Engineer 
and one member nominated by the District Board for another member of Local Boards and 
Presidents of Union Boards of the district have been added. 

CiautM 17 and 18. —The Committee considered that it was desirable to have a whole-time 
paid officer as Chairman to carry on the administration and preside over the meetings of thef 
Board as in the case of the Calcutta Port Trust and the Calcutta Improvement Trust. Clause 
18 however provides as recommended by the Committee that after the first few years of thh 
Boards’ working, during which questions of administration are likely to Ite numerous and 
difficult it will be possible, if necessary on grounds of economy, to appoint an unpaid 
Chairman. . 

ClauM 33.— The object of this clause is to secure the representation of local opinion on 
the Board without making the Boanl unwieldy. Compare clauses 64 to 59.* Under clause 
35 members of district committees may also be made members of a Committee appointed by 
the Board to examine and report on pai*ticular questions. 
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Clauu 40. —The reasons for empowering the Board to delegate by rule its powers of sanc¬ 
tioning estimates and making contracts up to a limit of one lakh of rupees are given in para¬ 
graph 129 of the ivjiorfr. Under the Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911, no contract involving 
an expenditure exeec'ding Rs. 1,000 may be made without the previous sanction of the Board 
but any such provision would cause undesirable delay where works are being carried on 
throughotit a ])rovinoe. Hence the Committee recommended as preferable the procedure in 
force in the Public Works Department under which contracts for works are made by the 
Enginet-rs resj)onsihle for their execution. 

Clause 42(1 ) .—As some of the tools and plant including ilredgers, launches, boats and other 
craft and their equipment, now belonging to Government, must lie transferred to the Board, 
for upkeep at its expense, provision has been made accordingly in this clause. It is an essential 
part of the scheme that the dredgers “ llonaldshay,” “ Cowley,” “ Buniwan ”, if still unsold 
when the Board is formed, together with the “ Foyers ” and “ Alexandra ” should be 
handed over to the Board as recommended in paragrajih 132 of the Committwi’s Report. 
It will not possible to have two separate dredging establishments in the province. 
Government will however remain responsible for the loans raised for the purchase of some of 
them. 

ClauM 42(2) .—It is intended that the existing navigation M'orks with a few minor 
exceptions shall be miide over to the control of the Board, but it is necessary to provide* for 
exceptions and to giv'e the Local Government power to determine which works shall be made 
over. • 

Clauto 43. —It is considered iruulvisable to give the Board unrestricted powers to assiinu* 
control of navigable channels. Some of thcsi! channels arc of importance for purjioses other 
than navigation and tliere may be reasons in jiarticular cases for refusing sanction. 

Clause 43(b). —The provisos have been inserte<l in view of the jiossibility of conflict of 
interests. If the Board has unrestricted power to deal with channels in the interests of navi¬ 
gation, occasions may arise when its action may be .seriously detrimental to other interests. 

Clausos 60 to 53. —In accortlance wit h t he recommendations of the Committee, works have 
been divided as follows:— 

(1) Maintenance works. 

(2) New works— 

(o) Major over lls. 10,000— 

(i) District. 

(it) Other. 

(6) Minor—

(it) Other. 

Government sanction will be necessary in two case.s— 

(1) If the work is a major scheme estimated to cost more than one lakh of rupees. 

(2) If the work is a major scheme costing not more than one lakh an<l the Local Govern¬ 

ment has made an objcctioji under clause 62. 

Clausal 54 to 60. —The District (Vmimit.tee will have power to initiate and to expr<;ssits 
opinion on any district .scheme. 

Further the proposal of the Irrigation (’ommittee have lieen modifieil so as to make it 
obligatory for the Board to consult the District Committees concerned even on a major work 
which is not a district sjdieme. Thus am])lc provision has been made for ascertaining local 
opinion. 

Clausa 62(c). —Though the principles and procedure stated in paragraph 117 and following 
of the rej)ort have been (mibo<liod in the Bill, it is considered necessary to provide certain safe¬ 
guards limiting the jiowcr of the Board to sanction or execute schemes in certain circumstances 
in view of the ixissibility of conflict of interests and of the importance of many of the rivers for 
purposes other than navigation. 

ClauMS 66 to 68. —In addition to contributions the only existing source of income available 
for the Board consists of the tolls levied under the Canals Act, 1864, and miscellaneous income 
from certain waterways. As yiointed out by the Committee, if the Board is to perform its 
functions efficiently, it must have an income considerably in excess of the amount which is at 
present spent on the maintenance of navigation. 

Further, it is only logical that the traffic using the waterways should contribute more than 
it does at present to their maintenance apd improvement. The Committee therefore recom¬ 
mended that a surcharge should be imposed on the fares and freights of passengers and 
goods carried by the inland river steamers and that the surcharge should be at a percentage 
on fares and freights. 

The clause provides that the tax on goods may be calculated either as a percentage on 
freight or at a rate according to weight, quantity or volume as may be prescribed. 

Taxation on country boats tjsing artificial or improved waterways can be levied by imyxising 
tolls, but it is not practicable to levy any surcharge on fares and freights in the case of country 
boats. The only practicable method of taxing such boats otherwise than by means of tolls 
is by imposing licence fees as provided by clause 68. Details as to the rates, routes and class 
oi boats cannot be laid down in the Act. But the Board will not be able to levy any licence 
fees without previous sanction of Government. 
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ClautM 71 to 85 are based on the Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911. 

ClouM 87. —^The Irrigation Department Committee proposed that the Government contri¬ 
bution should be Bs. 6 lakhs. This figure was based on the estimate of the present deficit 
on the working of navigation works. On further examination it has been found that the saving 
to Government as a result of transferring these works to the Board will not exceed Rs. 2,;}1 
If is proposed therefore to fix the contribution for the first five years at not less than Hs. 2,;$ I ,(KMt 
and to give Government power to determine the amount of contribution after that p«^riod. 

ClauM 88 wiU enable the Port Commissioners to make voluntary contributions towards 
the execution of the works which will be beneficial to the Port of Calcutta. 

ClauMt 90 at saq. —^Those clauses arc based on the provisions of the Calcutta Tmprovis 
ment Act, 1911. 

QIauta 91 .—In view of the importance of the rivers which will be under the control of the 
Board to the welfare of the Province it is considered desirable to insert this clause as a 
safeguard. 

Ciauta 136. —(Compare section 14 of the Northern India Canal and Drainage Act. 

Clauaa 140 follows section 16 of the Canals Act, 1864.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

1. The original Cess Act was framed at a time when there was no record of the uivaa of 
tenures and holdings and even the areas of estates were only approximately known. Tn these 
circumstances the framers of the Act took the rent paid by the cultivator as the annual valuation 
for the calculation of cess. The system results in various anomalies, the chief of which are tliat. 
valuation depends on accidental differences in the rates of rent, and on whether the land has 
been sub-let or not, and that the higher the rent happens to be the higher is the cess. 

2. In recont^ears dissatisfaction with the system has been expressed frequently in the 
Legislative Council and Government after consulting members representing all interests have 
come to the conclusion that the method which should be adopt( d in future when any of the 
districts for which a record-of-rights under the Bengal Tenancy Act has been prepared is 
re-valued is that contained in Chapter VITA of the Bill which nipreaents the view of all groups 
who attended the Conferences at which the question of amending the (’ess Act was discussed. 

3. This method is fair, simple and inexpensive. It is true that it might be made still 
more simple and inexpensive if no lands, or if no lands which have been let to raiyats, were 
exemi)ted from the cess, but in deference to the wishes expressed at the variotis Conferences 
which have been hold, it has been decided to exempt from liability to cess certain kinds of lands 
exprcissly mentioned in sections 107C and 107E and to give power to exclude other lands as 
may be decided at the time of re-valuation according to local circumstances. 

4. Opportunity has also been taken to make certain other amendments in the Cess Act. 
Several of those are intended to facilitate the collection of cess of rent-free lands since complaints 
have been received from landlords that they find difficulty in realising the cess of such lands. 
It is further proposed to give a rebate to holders of estates who pay their cess punctually.

('lame <>: New section 45(1). —It is proposed to give a rebate on the grounds that the 
holder of an estate or farmer of an estate has to pay the cess even if the amount due to him is 
not collected, may not be able to collect the full amount due to him and may have to incur 
legal expenses. This rebate will, however, lie conditional on punctual payment. It is proposed 
also that the rate of interest should be reduced for arrear payment made within the year in 
whicfi the anutunt fell due. 

('lame 7, sub-dame (1). —The intention is to make it clear that the section does not 
apply to lands liable to rent but for which no rent is paid. 

Sub-clause (2), proviso. —Generally rent-free lands will be deemed to form part of the estate 
or tenure within which they have lieen recorded, but the Collector will have the option of 
collecting the cess direct. 

Clause 8 : Ne.w section 51A. —Complaints have been received that the landlords find 
difficulty in collecting the cess of rent-free lands owing to want of information. This provision 
is intended to provide means to compel rent-free holders and occupants of rent-free lands to 
furnish all information which may reasonably bo reqinrcd. 

Clause 9 : New sedion 57A. —Payments will be facilitated if they can be made by money 
order. 

('lame 11. —As the amounts to bo collected are very small, it is desirable to extend the 
period of limitation so that in case of default suits need not bo brought so frequently. 

Clause 12.- -Under the prt'sent Act profits earned by a new mine may escape payment 
of cess, as retrosjicctive effect (cannot be given to the levy of the cess. This provision will cure 
the defect in such cases. 

Clame 14 : New Chapter VIJA. New sedion 107A, su^f-sedion (1) (a).—This new chapter 
provides for a new .system of valuation based on acreage rates. The districts in Schedule G 
are those which are entirely covered by a record-of-rights published under the Bengal Tenancy 
Act—or almost entirely covered. For instance, in some of these lands may have formed which 
were not in existence at the time of survey and settlement of an area. It is intended that 
when the record-of-rights of other districts, such as Tlangpur, is completed they should Ixs added 
to the Schedule. 

Sub-sedion (1) (b). —The words other than Government have been introduced owing to a 
change in the definition of “estate.” Under the previous definition except as provided in 
section 40A, a tenurc-hokler paying cess direct to Government was regarded as the holder of 
an estate. This confusion will be avoided under the new system [compare 107B (<S), (9) and 
( 12 )]. 

New sedion 107li, clame (11). —Under the new system the distinction between cultivating 
raiyats and Bengal Tenancy Act raiyats will entirely disap|)car. Payment of cess will lie in 
accordance with a uniform system applicable to landlords and tenants of all grades alike and 
annual value of land will have no connection with rent or status. It will be the same whether 
the land is in possession of a zemindar or tenure-holder, raiyat or under-raiyat. 

New sedion 107('. —Section 2 of the Act exempts all lands within a municipality from 
payment of cess. The general principle of this section is to exclude unculturablc waste .lands 
which are not used for any purpose and certain other lands to which the uniform acreage rates 
could not be suitably applied. In areas for which a record-of-rights exists and the lands have 
not undergone any extensive changes since the record was prepared, i.e., over 90 per cent, of 
the area of most districts, th«' cla.ssification given in the settlement record will be foUowed. 
The record shows the classes adopted after consideration of local conditions for classification 
of lands. It will be jsissible to exclude some of these classes entirely. In other cases, though 
the entire class cannot Iks <!xcluded, certain sub-classes may have to lie excluded. This can 
only be done by s£X!cifying particular plot numbers which will be published village by village 
in a list prepared under section 10715(2). The classes which consist entirely of iinculturable 
waste lands which should be exempted cannot be specified in the Bill as different terms have 
been uscfl to different districts for such classes. 

As regards the areas for which no record-of-rights exists, e.g., if the lands were under water 
at the time of the settlement or which have undergone extensive changes since the record was 
prepared, e.g., where lands have been washed away and subsequently reformed, the system 
will be modified. The holder of lands in such areas will not be required to pay cess to their 
landlords for lands which are actually waste. It will obviously not be possible, however, for 
the Collector to survey such lands and find out which plot is waste and which cultivable, and 
he must have power summarily to determine the amount of cess payable by the holder of the 
estate. It is intended that oi^inarily he will obtain returns from the holders of the estates 
showing the total area in existence and how much of it is cess-paying and how much cess-free. 
The more detailed such returns, are, the more accurate will be the calculation of the cess. 
Provision is made in section 107Q, whereby the cess payable by the holder of the estate can be 
altered during the currency of a valuation if extensive changes occur—such alterations may be 
given retrospective effect if circumstances justify it. The new system will be advantageous 
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to the cultivator who will not have to pay cess for unculturable waste, so long as it remains 
unculturable waste. It is expected, however, that the cultivator whose holding inchides such 
lands will claim exemption from his landlord by making an application for exem[)tion giving 
particulars of the area which can bo verified by the landlord. It is not possible for Government 
to undertake to publish a list of such lands as it would entail very great recurring expense for 
survey and this expense would ultimately fall on the cess-payers themselves. 

Ntw section 107D. —^This is one of the most important sections in the Bill. The essence 
of the system is that the rate should bo uniform for all cess-paying lands within fairly large 
areas in which conditions are similar. Though some districts may be regarded as uniform 
throughout, mo^ can be divided up into large tracts. Thus the Rarh in Mursliidabad district 
and the Barind in Bogra district are clearly distinguishable from the riparian areas 
along the Ganges or Jamuna, but within such tracts conditions are so uniform that there will 
be no difficulty in fixing a uniform acreage rate. This rate will be a fair proportion of the 
estimated average value of the groas produce of ordinary agricultural land within the tract 
subject to a maximum of jtth of such value. This maximum will be estimated as provided 
in sub-section (2). The uniform acreage rate will be a fair rate determined ns provided in sub. 
section (J) and the existing cess demand will be one of the factors to be taken into consideration 
in fixing that rate. 

New section 107E.—Vide remarks on new section 107C. 

New section 107 F.-- In this Chajder the word class has the special meaning given by the 
definition, i.e., class according to the settlement classification. Appeal will be allowed on the 
general principles. 

New section 10711. —It is ])ropo8ed to fix the maximum rate of the cess at half anna per 
rupee which under the new system is equivalent to the present maximum rate of one anna 
which consists of half anna on the cultivator’s valuation assumed to be equal to the rent he 
pays and half anna on the rent received by the landlord. 

New section 107-1. —Under the new system it will V)c possible for everyone to caloilate 
the ce.ss recei\able and the cess payable by him without any aid such as a valuation roll. 
Nevertheless, it is desirable to give such assistance to the tax-payer as can be given without 
inordinate expense which would only render his burden heavier without any real gain. It is, 
therefore, intended that valuation rolls shall be prepared and published for estates and also, 
in view of the s])ecial difficulties, for rent-free lands. Where the record-of-rights is old, it would 
not be possible to prepare any up-to-date valuation rolls for tenures without revision of the record 
which would be very exiiensive. It is, therefore, intended merely to provide statements based 
on the record, which may require adjustment by landholders and tenants in accordance with 
subsequent changes. It is impossible to provide these statements for raiyats and undcr-raiyata 
as their holdings are continually changing owing to subdivision and amalgamation and as 
the number is very great. At present any raiyat who has not l)een classed as a cess tenure- 
holder knows t hat the cess-payable by him is half anna per rupee of the rent payable. Under 
the new system he will have to know the area of his ces8-j>aying lands, the acreage rate, and 
his rent. Where there an; co-sharer landlords the cess-payable to each will be proportionate 
to their share in the land which is not necessarily proportionate to the rent each of them 
realises. Provision has, however, lasen made in section 107P (1) to make the landlord res- 
|>onsibIc for showing the cess demand calculated in his rent receipts. The cultivator will know 
which classes of land are cess-free. The village list published under section 107-1 (c) will show 
whether any other plots not belonging to such classes have been exempted. 

New section iO/J. -Under the new system the necessity for obtaining returns will be 
dis|K)nsed with to a great extent. This will mean a considerable saving in expense to landlords. 
This section, however, provides that the (’ollector may call on the holders and occupiers to 
furnish information. In practice, it is expected that it will only be necessary to call for returns 
from holders of estates, tenures and rent-free interests whose interests have undergone changes 
since the last record or last re-valuation. 

New section 107M. —^The effect of this section is that so far as possible the holder of any 
interest in coss-paying land shall pay cess from his own pocket in accordance with his share in 
the annual value of the land and will be responsible for collecting the cess due from those 
subordinate to him, who in their turn will l)e bound to pay cess in accordance with their share in 
the annual value. 

Sub-section (3). —Follows the existing section. Owing to the difficulty of collecting the 
cess of rent-free lands it is necessary that even occupiers should be liable. 

New section 107 Q.—Vide notes on new section 107E.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Lost year during the Budget Seesion of the Council a motion waa carried.expressing dis¬ 
satisfaction at the growing number of carnivals in Calcutta and the gambling which went on 
therein. Complaints bad also been received from the public from time to time of gambling 
being carried on in carnivals in Calcutta and at Howrah. 

2. Oovernment have examined the question in the light of recent experience and have 
found the existing law defective or inadequate in the following respects ;— 

(а) The powers of the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, the Corporation of Calcutta 

and the District Ofiheers are very limited. The Commissioner of Police has 
powers only as given in sections lOA (c) and 43C of the Calcutta Police Act, 1866, 
to prevent the commission of public nuisance and to order discontinuance of 
idusic in certain cases, but he has no power to stop the opening of caniivals and 
other similar places of public amusement when necessary. The Calcutta 
Corporation issues licence under section 391 of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, 
and although according to a recent ruling of the High Court it has power to refuse 
the grant of a licence to keep open such places in the interest of public order and 
morality it has no power to close them down when once started. Outside the 
Calcutta municipal area, no one has any power to control such places unless and 
until they bring themselves within the provisions relating to a “public nuisance.” 

(б) The penalties under the existing laws have also been found to be far from deterrent. 

For an offence in Calcutta imdcr section 43 of the Calcutta Police Act the maximum 
penalty is Rs. 100, while the maximum penalty that may be imjiosed under 
section 391 of the Calcutta Municipal Act for starting such places without a 
licence is Rs. .TOO and a daily fine of Rs. 1(K) after conviction. If there is a 
breach of any of the by-laws of the Corporation which relate to plan of building, 
ventilation, exit and entrance in such places, etc., the maximum fine is Rs. 20 
and a daily fine of Rs. 10 after notice from the CorjKuation or after conviction. 

3. Government have been advised that the simplest course for dealing with the problem 
would bo to have a self-contained Bill relating to carniv'als and other similar places of public 
amusement instead of having the several Acts bearing on the*’8ubjcct amended to that effect. 

4. The Bill as drafted empowers the Local Government (i) to extend its provisions to any 
area in Bengal according to necessity ( clause 1 (3)J, (ii) to specify the places or classes of places 
to which it will a])ply (clause 3), (ui) to prohibit any particular game or class of games which 
in the opinion of the Local Goveniinent is not in the public interc'st (i.c., which may l>e used as 
means for gambling in any form) [clause 10 (2) (c) (fif)]. It emjx)wers the Commissioner of 
Police and the District Magistrates to refuse a licence if there is reason to Iwlieve that the 
opening of such a place of public amusement is likely to lead to a breach of the peace or to 
cause obstruction or annoyance to the residents of the locfility [clause 5 (3) |. Deterrent penalties 
for infringements of its provisions have l)een })rovitled (clauses 7 and 8) and |)owers have been 
taken for the Commissioner of Police or the Disl rict Magistrates to close down such places 
in certain circumstances (clause 6).

[NOTE.— On m avaraga Of th« five years •ndine 1930-31, tha ar«a under Juts in Bengal, to wiiieb this 
forecast relates, represents some 8g*3 per cent of the total area under Juts in British India.] 

The Preliminary Forecast deals only with the estimates of area sown 
and the condition of the crop at the time of publication of the forecast. 
The estimates of area are based on information received through the Collec¬ 
tors from the Revenue staff; also from Panchayets and Agricultural 
Officers. 

Revision of area for 1932. —In 1932 the forecasted area was 1,633,200 
acres. This has .since been revised to 1,845.700 acres. 

Area sown in 1933. —In Bengal, returns for the present season shew a 
total area of 2,168,700 acres, an increase of about 323,000 acres, or 17 5 per 
cent, as comjiared with the revi.sed figures for 1932. 

Character of the season. —Rainfall in February facilitated preparatory 
tillage and early .sowing in certain low-land tracts of East Bengal. In 
March and early Ajiril there was drought and sowings were delayed. Later 
good rain fell and sowings progres.sed freely in East and North Bengal. 
Wet weather in the end of May and in the early part of June made weeding 
somewhat difficult in some low-land tracts. In West Bengal the weather 
was generally favourable. 

Present state of the crop. —The present state may be regarded as 
favourable, on the whole. 

Stock. —Stocks of fibre from last year’s crop are re^xirted to be small.

Weather conditions. —In March light rain fell in the Saiital Par- 
ganas, Cuttack, Balasore and in parts of all the .pite-growing districts 
except Darhhanga where there was no rain. The fall was below normal 
everywhere. In April light to moderate rain fell in all the jute districts. 
The fall was above normal everywhere except Cuttack. In May rain fell in 
all the jute districts. The fall was moderate and above normal everywhere 
except Purnea where it was slightly below normal. In June rain 
fell in all the jute districts. The fall was light to moderate everywhere. 
The weather conditions are reported to be favourable in the important dis- 
ti*ict of Purnea and also in other districts. Sowings are still going on in the 
Santal Parganas, Cuttack and Balasore. 

4. District returns. —^Last year’s area under jute has been finally 
estimated at 170,000 acres. The total area under jute this year is esti¬ 
mated by District Officers in round number at 186,300 acres. This estimate 
appears to be low and in my opinion the area will not be less than 190,300 
acres. The increase in comparison with last year is due to the possible 
expected rise in jute prices this year. 

5. Condition and prospects. —The condition of the crop is fair. 

6. General. —The quantity of jute which remains in the jute districts 
fiom the crops of 1932 is reported to be small except in Bliagalpur where 
large stocks are reported to be still in hand.

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DISTRICT REPORTS ON WEATHER AND CROPS. 

For tho wook ending on tho 6th July 1933. 

Summary. —^During the week the rainfall was generally moderate to heavy. It has done some damage to 
low land crops in places. Harvesting of awtumn crops continues favourably. Weeding of jute and autumn 
paddy is nearly over. Preparatory tillage for winter paddy is progressing under favourable condition. 
Distress prevails in parts of Murshidabad where average daily number of persons receiving gratuitous 
relief, was 475 during the week ending on the let July 1933. The average price of common rice for the 
Province has risen by abouf 1-95 per cent, as compared with that of the previous week.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal 
for June 1933. 

I. Character of the season. —During the 

uiuulh under review, tlie ruintall was above 
the normal except in ten districts and the 
Tripuiu State, wliere the fall was below the 
average. 'The ■usual Juinfall statement is 
appended. 

TI. Progress of agricultural operations.— 

l’iej)araiioii of lauds for winter paddy and sow- 
iii” of the same in nursei’ies continued under 
favourable conditions. Weeding of autunui 
crops was almost comjdeted in East and North 
Jleiigul, while in West llengal the oi)eiation 
still continued. Harvesting of low-land .jute 
commenced in j)laces of blast and North 
Bengal. 

III. State of standing crops. —'The con¬ 
dition of standing croj)s was reported to be 
satisfactory. 

lY. Prospects afid probable outturn,— 

The prospects of deep-water paddy, sugar¬ 
cane and other standing crops were reported 
to be generally promising. 


y. Damage to standing orops.— Some 
damage was done to standing crops in places 
by insect-pests. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock.— The 

condition of live-stocrk was reported, to be 
generally fair. Sjxuadic cases of cattle- 
disease, however, were reported from thirteen 
districts of the Bresideiuy and from the Tri¬ 
pura Slate. 

YU. Failure of pasturage and fodder.— 

Tnsufhcieucy fodder was leported from 
Murshidabad, ('hittagong and the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts. 

YITI. Prices of food-grains.— During the 
second fortnight of the mouth, the retail price 
of common rice of the cheapest quality rose 
in twelve districts, fell in three and remained 
stationary in the rest of the Presidency. The 
])rices varietl from KJ seers per rupee in Dacca 
to 11 see's in Jalpuiguri. 

TX. Conditions of agricultural population. 

—The condition of agricultural pojmlation is, 
on the wlude, fair. ex<-ept in parts of Murshi¬ 
dabad, wheie distress still continues.

The average price of common rice for the province has risen by about 1 • 65 per cent, as compared with that of 
the previous week.

District and local boards. —Khulna 
District Board was reconstituted with 
six additional members and Malda with 
three after the introduction of the elec¬ 
tive system. The number of elected 
members of the 20 district boards thus 
ro.se to 446 and the total numl)cr of 
all raembei's to 69‘J. Darjeeling con¬ 
tinued to have a nominated official Chair- 
num, but all other boards elected their 
own Chairmen except Midnapore, Ban- 
kura ami Mymensingh, from which that 
privilege had been withdrawn. The* 
members of the Midna])ore board have 
since ])etitioned for the retention of an 
official Chairman in view of the progress 
made under this system, while power has 
been csccently restored to the Mymensingh 
board to elect its Chairman: but at Ban- 
kura the unofficial imijority persisted, in 
spite of there being an official as Chair¬ 
man, in mi.susing the revenues of the 
board for political purposes and the 
board has recently been asked to show 
cause against supersession. Elsewhere, 
except in Jessore where there was party 
faction, the district boards refused to 
allow their attention to be diverted from 
their proper function by communal or 
political prejudice. 

The number of meetings held was deli¬ 
berately reduced by at least two boards, 
Dacca and Mymensingh, in order to save 
travelling allowances. Both of these 
and the Darjeeling board held meetings 
only once every two months. The total 
number held by all boards fell from 402 
to 379, of which 15 were adjourned and 
three failed for want of a quorum. The 
highest percentage of attendance was 
85;8 in Nadia and the lowest 33-44 in 
Jessore. 


The number of local boards was 84 as 
in the previous year, and the number of 
members increased by one, at Jamalimr, 
to 1,386. Throughout one division at 
least, and in parts of others, these boards 
have not fulfilled the hope that they 
would gain new vitality by being giveli 
more extensive duties under the Village 
Local Self-Government Act. The union 
Iwardf^ have preferred to deal directly 
with district boards and the district 
boards have not delegated [)owers of 
supervision to the local boards, whic'h 
have largely been compelled to act mere¬ 
ly as their agents. Economic depression 
appears to be giving rise in some places 
to a belief that local boards cost more 
than their work justifies, and suggestions 
for their abolition arc frequently made by 
conferences of union boards: but this is 
a far-reaching proposal on which public 
opinion is divided and on which Govern¬ 
ment are not at present prepared to take 
action. 

2. Financial features. —After the 
jersistent decline shown during the two 
)revious years in the revenues of district 
loards the increa.se of Rs. 36,000 in their 
receipts to a total of Rs. 148-34 lakhs 
during the year luider review might seem 
satisfactory. But this included 
Rs. 16,000 more under loans and 
Rs. 80,000 more under deposits and ad¬ 
vances than in the ]i?cvious yea.i’ and 
Government contributions incrcasefl by 
over Rs. 80,000, very largely owing to 
advances for test relief in Pabria. Ex¬ 
penditure rose from Rs. 148 to Rs. 140 
lakhs, chiefly under the heads “Medical 
and Famine Relief”, and the balance 
standing to the credit of district boards 
at the end of the year fell from Rs. 16-56 
lakhs to Rs. 15-5 lakhs. The only boards 
which did not suffer from financial em¬ 
barrassment were those, like Khulna and 
Dinajpur, which had recently had cess 
revaluations. In the Rajshahi Division 
several boards overestimated their prob¬ 
able incomes from cess and found them¬ 
selves unable to meet large commitments 
which they had in consequence under¬ 
taken. There is a tendency for district 
lioards which after cess revaluations fin«l 
their incomes largely increa.sed to com¬ 
mit themselves light heartedly to lu*avy 
expenditure, instead of keeping ample 
marpns to meet emergencies: and it 
would have been well if more boarofs had 
followed the example of Nadia -which 
maintained a sound financial position 
largely owing to its foresight in keeping 
reserves against a shrinkage of income.

Another board with, a sound financi.al 
policy was that of Midnapore which dur¬ 
ing' the year cleared off all the liabilities 
len; by the previous Swarajist adminis¬ 
tration : in j)lacc of debts to the amount 
of Rs. 1,1.9,000 and a deficit balance of 
Rs. 7,000, it had at the close of the year 
a cash balance of Rs. 37,000, as well as 
deposits amounting to over Rs. 46,000, 
after meeting in full all its normal com- 
mitmonts. In Noakhali, although income 
from cess i^as short of expectations 
by nearly Rs. 34,000, the board, by rigid 
economy and taking strict measures to 
realise arrears, showed an income of 
Rs. 71,860 more than the budget provi¬ 
sion and was able to pay off old 
liabilities. 

3. Education. —The income and ex¬ 
penditure amounted to Rs. 21-Ol lakhs 
and Rs. 30 77 lakhs against Rs. 21-46 
lakhs and Rs. 36 lakhs, respectively, in 
the previous year. The receipt from 
Government contribution amounted to 
more than Rs. 21 lakhs and the expendi¬ 
ture on primary education alone was 
Rs. 28-1 lakhs. The number of upper 
and lower primary schools maintained 
and aided by district boards increased 
from 49,471 ito 50,380. The number of 
boys and girls attending these schools 
was about 1,372,880 and 366,.968, respec¬ 
tively. I’here were 42 industrial schools 
maintained or aided by district boards, 
imparting instruction to some 1,547 
pupils in various .subjects including car- 
])entry, smithy, wickerwork, dyeing and 
weaving. 

4. Public health and medical relief.— 

1'he expenditure under this head rose by 
Rs. 1-3 lakhs to Rs. 34 5 lakhs, out of 
which Rs. 13 -5 lakhs was spent on bos- 
])itals and dispensaries and Rs. 17-4 
lakhs on public health work. Govern¬ 
ment grants amounted to Rs. 13 -7 lakhs 
'Fhe total numlxu' of dispensaries main¬ 
tained and assisted rose from 952 to 968. 
Several boards commented on the serious 
decrease in private contributions to their 
dispensaries and one Commissioner re¬ 
marked that but for Government sub¬ 
sidies many village dispensaries would 
have had to (^lose down. Hoards might 
do well to follow the example set by the 
Nadia District Board, among others, in 
the Presidency Division, which have 
made a success of the system of charging 
fees: the chief reason for the comparative 
failure of this system in other districts 
appear? to be the lack of belief in it: 


there can be no doubt that the possibili¬ 
ties of progress in this direction are 
very great. It is noticeable that in the 
Chittagong Division district boards 
appear to nave a tendency to aid dispen¬ 
saries by grants rather tnan to maintain 
their own dispensaries. 

The work of rural health units, for 
which district boards receive grants from 
Government, was somewhat uneven. It 
is clear that they can be made very valu¬ 
able instruments for promoting public 
health, but their success depends largely 
oil the initiative and knowledge of the 
district health officers. In the Ra jsliahi 
Division and in Dacca district, the sys¬ 
tem was commented on most favourably. 
In Bakarganj a falling off in the activity 
of the juiblic health staff aroused com¬ 
ment, and in Bogra it became apparent 
that 110 plan had lieeri evolved before the 
cholera epidemic broke out for the jiroper 
use of the staff against such an ejiidemic. 
The statutory rules defining the duties of 
sanitary inspectors, to which reference 
was made in last year’s resolution, were 
receivi^d favourably: but they cannot take 
the place of personal instruction and 
supervision by skilled sanitarians. It is 
worthy of mention that steps have been 
taken by the Public Health Department 
to systematise the work of the health unit.-? 
in the Burdwan Division and it is hoped 
gradually to take similar steps in other 
divi.sioiis. Shortage of 8U[)ervising staff 
is the handicap. 

The work of the district boards in deal¬ 
ing with diseases will be reviewed else¬ 
where: but it is convenient here to point 
out the contrast between the re.sults ob¬ 
tained in Bogra and in Dacca, respec¬ 
tively. In both these districts there were 
serious floods and in both ii cholera epi¬ 
demic was therefore to be apprehended. 
The Dacca District Board took special 
measures of precaution which averted au 
epidemic altogether: in Bogra, for the 
rea.soii already mentioned, cholera as¬ 
sumed epidemic form and the death roll 
was heavy. Local conditions were dis¬ 
similar, but differences in organisation 
were undoubtedly to a great extent res¬ 
ponsible for the difference in the results 
obtained. Similarly as regards vaccina¬ 
tion, the value of organisation was ap- 
I)arent in the systematic campaign car¬ 
ried out by the Malda and Rangpur 
boards which had fixed programmes for 
dealing with the whole population within 
a limited number of years. 
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The district boards of Jessore and 
Khulna opened public health laboratories 
during the year under review for the 
analysis of samples of food-stuffs. 

5. Veterinary. —The decrease in ex¬ 
penditure under this head noticed during 
the two preceding years was checked: 
the expenditure actually rose from 
Rs. 1,67,227 to Rs. 1,73,.550, but the in¬ 
crease is too slight to indicate any real 
expansion in the work done. The ex¬ 
penditure decreased in Burwan and 
Dacca Divisions: Faridpur district alone 
showed a decrease of Rs. 6,094, though 
there was no decrease in the staff employ¬ 
ed. It is clear that no progress 
can be expected in this branch 
of the district boards’ work 
till finances improve. The great 
difficulty will always be that progress is 
possible only by changing the whole atti¬ 
tude of the agriculturist towards cattle 
breeding. The Vice-Chairman of the 
Bakarganj board remarks that the pro¬ 
blem cannot be solved unless each union 
lK)ard maintains a bull; the Commissioner 
of Ra-isbahi points out that it is useless 
to pnWide good sires unless the calves 
are |)roperly fed, which would necessitate 
the growing of fodder crops; and the pre¬ 
valence of scrub-bulls is a difficulty which 
yet remains to be solved. It is obvious 
that intensive propaganda is necessary: 
little has been done so far. Lectures and 
magic lantern shows were given in the 
Rajshahi Division, cs))ecially in fairs and 
public health exhibitions, and the district 
lx)ard of Nadia made ])re})arations for 
similar work. But district boards 
generally regard veterinary work rather 
as a matter of controlling epidemics than 
as a means of improving the breed of 
cattle. 

6. Civil works. —The total expendi¬ 
ture on civil works fell from Rs. 54 to 
Rs. 51:5 lakhs, out of which Rs. 29 lakhs 
were spent on communications. This 
represents a further decrease of Rs. 2 
lakhs in the expenditure on communica¬ 
tions. From all parts of the province 
there were complaints of the damage done 
by motor cars to the roads: but it is 
obvious that with insufficient repairs the 
roads must suffer dis])roportionate 
damage from motor cars. All divisions 
save Rajshahi contributed to the reduc¬ 
tion. In the Burdwan Division, all the 
districts except Burdwan and Midnapore 
reduced expenditure on roads: Burdwan 
spent Rs. 59,600 more on road repairs 
than in the previous year, while in Mid¬ 
napore the reduction of Rs. 19,600 under 


civil works represented savings on estab¬ 
lishment. In the Preisedney Division 
only Khulna and Nadia did not reduce 
expenditure on roads: Khulna, with 
ample funds after cess revaluation, 
actually increased exi)enditure on re¬ 
pairs by Rs. 37,387 and on original works 
by Rs. 30,848. In the districts of the 
Dacca and Chittagong Divisions the 
decrease under repairs was general al¬ 
though Faridpur and Dacca both showed 
an increase under original works. In 
the Rajshahi Division moreover, though 
there was an increase of Rs. 25,644 in the 
amount spent on communications, the 
percentage of total expenditure repre¬ 
sented by this item fell from 37 3 per 
cent, to 35-6 j)er cent. A serious feature 
was the heavy lapse of budgeted grants 
which, like the reduction in the budget 
provision, was due to a fall in the cess 
receipts. The hope is generally expressed 
that grants from the ])roceeds of the 
motor vehicles tax will })rove a remedy: 
but the reduction in expenditure under 
civil works compared with 1926-27 
amounts to more than Rs. 13 lakhs and 
the amount available from the proceeds 
of this tax will be a far smaller sum. It 
may be mentioned that in Rangpur, 
Bogra, Pabna and Mymensingh a great 
deal of work was done towards construct¬ 
ing and repairing roads by way of teat 
relief. 

7. Water-supply. —The expenditu?’e 
on water-sup})ly decreased by nearly half 
a lakh of rupees and stood at 
Rs. 6,29,001). Chittagong and Burdwan 
District Boards, which borrowed from 
(Government Rs. 50,000 and Rs. 25,000, 
respectively, were the only boards to take 
loans at reduced interest, in the year 
under review, under the (Government 
scheme started in 1929, out of the provi¬ 
sion of Rs. 2 lakhs for the improvement 
of whaler-supply. But great activity was 
shown by many boards in sinking wells. 
Tn Bogra 170 tul^-wells were sunk (bring 
ing the total in the district up to over 
2,000), in Nadia 98, in Midnapore 90, 
in Murshidabad 88. in Khulna 51 and 
in Mymensingh 50. In Mymensingh 1T)3 
masonry or ferro-concrete wells were 
constructed. Burdwan, which sank only 
7 tube-wells, constructed 94 masonry 
wells. At least three district boards, 
those of the 24-Parganas, Nadia ami 
Khulna, employed permanent staffs of 
workmen to keep tube-\yell8 and pumps 
in proper repair: other boards would do 
well to imitate this example as, without 
some such provision, the mpney spent on 
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tube-wells will be largely wasted. The 
Khulna District Hoard excavated 22 
tanks while Hakarganj completed G and 
started the total number of reserved 
tanks under the control of this board rose 
to 300 iuid there were 93 under the con¬ 
trol of other nnthoritics towards which 
the board contributed. The Malda Dis¬ 
trict Hoa i'd introduced a system by which 
the actual work of well-sinking and iip- 
k(ie]) devolved on the union boards; and 
the (\)mm.ssi«ncr ex])res.ses the view that 
the provision made by district boards for 
wa,ler-sup])Iy would best be used to en¬ 
courage union boards to jirovide water- 
supplies for themselves and to raise taxes 
for th(i purjiose. 

8. General remarks. —As already 
mentioned, one of the outstanding lea 
tures of the year’s work was the further 
reduction of ex|'enditurp ou road-niain- 
tenanc(' and the ever-growing danger 
that the road system of many distidcts 
will fall into complete <lis-re])air. The 
neglect of roads and the concontration of 
cxjienditure on other objects, particularly 
public luialth, medical relief and educa¬ 
tion, is not a ]*olicy deliberately adopted 
by the boards, although these three lines 
of activity are [topular. They had ])rac- 
tically no alternative when faced Avith 
the necessity for retrenchment. The I'c- 
duction in cess recei])ts has placed 
almost all boards in a difficult position. 

A few have been driven to divert grants 
to pui'jioses other than those for which 
they were specifically given, thus involv¬ 
ing themselves in even more serious diffi- 
(ndties in subseriuent years: but the 
majority, facing the ])rol)iem of retrench¬ 
ment bravely, were c.om})elled to cut 
down their expenditure on roads. This 
was forced uj)on them by the (jovern- 
nient policy of giving recurring grants 
for specifu' objects on the condition, to 
which the boards had <lefinitely pledged 
the?nselvcs, that the boards would kecip 
up a fix(‘d standard of expenditure on 
these objects. For this reason they can¬ 
not cut. down th(dr outlay on publk; 
health or on medical relief or on educa¬ 
tion: they are under statutory obliga¬ 
tions to give grarits-in-aid to union boards 
which tax themselves, and in some dis¬ 
tricts this invf.’lves a. st(*ady ('xpansion of 
exjienditure: there is but little scope for 
retrenchment under establishment: and 
to economise on roads is almost the sole 
course open to them. In addition, while 
attempting to work up to tlie standard 
which qualifies for the Government 
grants, they have on occasion failed to 


reach it; and the result has been delay 
in obtaining the full grants while the 
causes of their failure are being investi¬ 
gated: and this again has reacted serious¬ 
ly on their finances. As regards the 
standards qualifying for the grants which 
meet the cost of rural health units, the 
question of their revision and of their 
temporary relaxation when the board’s 
incomes have fallen seriously has l>een for 
some time under consideration. 

On the whole the year’s work Wfis en- 
(^ouraging, and the district boards made 
commemlablc and often successful efforts 
to do the utmost po.ssible with shrinking 
resources. Throughout the province, 
except in Bankura, their relations with 
the official heads of districts were most 
satisfactory. One (\>mmissioner com- 
iutmted on the steady growth of an appre¬ 
ciation of the ])rinci])les of local self- 
govenunent and another on the proof 
afforded by recent (Sect ions of a. growing 
distiiste for mixing politics with adminis¬ 
tration. Government desire to record 
their appreciation of the good w'ork done 
by the boards in trying circumstances 
and ini-|)articular to'thank the following 
gentlemen who have Iwjen ])articularly 
mentioneil as having done good ser¬ 
vice:- -

Smoke and public health. 

'I’he advance of knowledge on the subject of the evils of Smoke 
Nuisances and the corjesponding improvement on the health of the 
people have been accompanie<l of late years by a growing general 
interest in the abatement of smoke nuisance. 'Phe develoTmients of even 
the last 10 or If) years utt'ord striking object les.sons of further a(lvantages 
which are quite within rea' h, and which cun be brought alamt with but 
little trouble and little outlay. In the geneial decline of .sickness and 
mortality, whi<-h is a characderistic of Calcutta and suburbs during the 
last If) years, the <liniinution of forms of 7‘espiratory diseu.se attribut¬ 
able to impurity of the atmosphere, is among the most conspi«'uous. 
'Phis encouraging fact is a stimulus to all who are interested in the abate¬ 
ment of the smoke nuisance. We must recollect that the injury done 
to health by smoke is not limited to the iwllution of the air with cai- 
hon; indirectl.v it leads to another mischief, for it is common knowledge 
that the careful housewife will (dose the windows to exclude the snjoke 
aiul smuts, and her household will incur, as a result, all the objectionable 
conse<iuences of unventilated rooms. 

It is singular how much greater regard a man has for his stomach 
than for his lungs. He would resent the ^ssibility of the ijitiodimtion 
of unclean food three times a day into his stomach, but the introduc¬ 
tion of unclean air sixteen times a minute into his lungs is submitted 
to without complaint. 
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It is ill the general public interest that information should be 
(Iilhis(!(l not only aniohgst mrtnutaoturers and engineers, etc., but among 
all wlio use f urnaces and smoke-producing apparatus. This'knowledge 
must awaken a great interest in the subject, and lead to gieater care 
and allention on the part of the people respon.sible, 


Smoke and its prevention. 

When a coluniu of dense black smoke is seen to issue from a 
ciunincv and continues rising for a considerable length of time, the 
Insjieidor is witnes.sing a wastage of fuel which is avoidable and is 
(kic either to carelessness or to ignorance. Smoke is the unburned, 
volatilized product of combustion of coal, wood, gas, oil or other fuels. 
In the broader sense of the woid it is often thought of as any dirt- 
forming substance issuing from a chimney through wliicli the products 
of combustion are carried to the atmosphere. Chimneys send out not 
only smoke but also very small particles of fuel or ash which, while 
not necessarily as black or greasy as smoke, are very undesirahle. 

Everj’one is willing to condemn smoke us an unnecessary, unecono¬ 
mical, and unhealthful product of combustion, and therefore should 
assist the Commission in its prevention or reduction. The propei' use 
of coal is impoitant. Smoke is one of tlie most noticeable and ol)j«*c- 
tionable results of its improper use. A substantial reduction in the 
amount of smoke produced, for rea.sojis of economy and health, should 
be the aim of all who use this commodity. 

The greater part of the coal used for industrial furnaces is for 
the purjiose of steam raising, and the commonest factors tending to 
[iroduce smoke in an ordinary coal-burning boiler plant are; — 

(1) The use of too much or too little draught. 

(i) Air entering through leaky settings instead of by way of the 
furnace <iuly, that is, either tlirokigh or over the fire. 

{'•>) Careless and irregular firing. 

(4) Insufficient lioilei plant whicli makes it necessary to force the 
fires to meet ])eak loads. 

It is iin|K>ssible to .state definitely in what order of fret|uencv tliese 
factors exi,st, and in many cases ii will be fouml that they are all 
present in varying degrees. VV’hile these figures are given only as an 
exaniple, it is interesting to note that in (if! smoke offences reported 
during tlie year the causes were classified us follows: —-

The remedic's are obvious, and put in a form whicli should, but 
trai freiiuently does not, receive the attention of the management, are:-— 

(1) To provide, whenever possible, steam raising plant that will 
easily meet the maximum demand that is likely to he put 
upon it. 

(iJ) To keep alt plants in good repair. 

(d) To a,scertain the most suitable fuel and to adhere constuntly 
to it. 

f4) 'I'o realize how much depends on the firemen, when hand firing 
is used, and’ that oven, with mechanical stoking a great 
deal rest with the individual in charge, and thei-efoie to 
employ skilled men. 

The remedies ai-e there, but a visit to some of the (Miiicerns will 
immediately show that they are pot acted u]H>n, and yet it will not 
be denied that if they were considered, smoke from steam raising 
processes would be reduced to negligible proportions. It sliows tliat 
under normal conditions, and with proper and careful firing, either 
mechanical or by hand, little or po smoke need be produced by boiler 
furnai’es, and that in many cases it would be quite practicable, without 
undue expenditure, very largely to reduce the amount of smoke at 
present emitted. 
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Methods of hand-firiiig. 

(a) Uniform or spreading tiring* —^This is the most coniinun inetliod 
of firing boilers, since it gives the firemen the least tjxmble. As 
usually practised, it gives rise to much smoke production, for Ihe raw- 
fuel is spread thickly or thinly, as the case may he, all over tlie 
surface of the glowing coke lying on the bars of (he giate, and a 
great volume of hydro-carl>ou gases is given off suddenly, (he greatei- 
portion of which escapes entirely unconsumed or only partially buint. 

(/j) ^dO or ribbon tiringi —Is a variation of ths spreading system 
of firing, in which only one-half of the length of the grate is covered 
with the raw fuel. It is an improvement on (he spreading system, 
since only one-half of the volume of the hydro-carljon gases are lil>era(ed 
at each firing, and these have a much better opportunity of becoming 
mixed with sufficient amount of air, and of attaining the temperature 
required for their perfect combustion. 

(r) Altortiate furnOM firing. —This is another variation of the 
spreading system, in which first the riglit-hand and secondly the left- 
hand furnace of any ordinary Lancashire boiler is fired. It is better 
than the spreading system as ordinarily carried out, but not so good 
as the riblmn or side-system of firing. Witji all systems of hand- 
firing it is of the highest importance that the gmte should l)e kept 
c<»vered Vrith the fuel, and that the pas.ssige of air between the bars 
should not be hindered or stopped entirely, by accumulation of ash 
or of clinker. The great inrush of cold air during the cleaning of 
the fires and firing ought also to be stopped or checked by use of the 
ash-pit and Imiler-fiue dampers. 

Rules for hand-firing. 

(1) Fire a little at a time, and as often ns po.ssible, on tlie riblmp 
or side principle. Close the a^ih-pit door or damper, and j»artially 
close the drop-flue damj)er while firing or cleaning the fires, in oriler 
to lessen the inrush of cold air. 

(2) Begin firing at the bridge <*nd, and keej) a uniform tbicknc.ss 
of fresh fuel to within a few inches of the furnace door. The fires 
should be kept rather tliicker at the sides, and at (he bridge end of 
the furnace. 

(3) Tlie thickness of tin* fires must be varied to suit the type of 
fuel, and also the pull or draught. When (lie best thickness has once 
Iwen discovered by actual trial, it nnist be kept to. Too thin fires 
lead to excessive aij- supply through the patches which burn thin, 
and to loss of unconsumed hydro-carbon gases, due to insufficient 
temperature to ignite them when fresh fuel is charged. Too thick 
fires lead to the formation of carlmn monoxide gas, aJid to a similai- 
lo.ss of unburiied bydi-o-carlKm gases, owing to insufficient air .supply. 
Four to five inches of fuel on the grate is the lowest thickness advis¬ 
able with bituminous fuels. 

(4) After firing or raking the fires, the grids in the furnace doors 
(oi- the doors themselves) .should be opened for a .short time, to admit 
the air recpiired to burn the hydro-carbon gases which are being liberat¬ 
ed from the fuel. 

(A) Lump coal should In* broken to a uniform size of 3" diameter 
before being fired, and yields best results when mixed witli a well- 
screened slack to fill up the interstices. Very fine dr>' and dusty coal 
Jiiay be sprinkled with water to lessen the losses due to the fine particles 
w'hich would otbei-wi.se be carried away by the draxight into the flues 
and chimney. 

The average emission from each factory chimney iluring the year 
was -08 minutes of dense black smoke per hour, and means that the 
total black smoke has been reduced by about 900 minutes. In 1900 
the daily emission of black smoke was about 200,000 minutes. It is 
now about 3,100 minute.s. 

Domestic smoke. 

The Commission again considereil the proposal us to how the domestic 
smoke, which is not controlled by the Act, can be abated- They adopted 
the following measures: — 

(1) Printed copies of illustrated instructions were fonvarded to 

the Health Officer of the Corporation of Calcutta for dis¬ 
tribution to the people through the Ward Health Associa¬ 
tions of the Corporation, 

(2) several other instructio.ns were broadcasted for the guidance of 

the public, and 

(3) arrangements are also being made with the cinema authorities 

to show on the screen during the intervals the evils of. 
smoke and how to abate it. 
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Briok-flvtds. 

Tlu‘ smoke imisjuice fanned by the brick-fields in the Tollygunfyc 
iiifit frave rise to many (^niiplaints from the residents of the locality. 
'I’lie sysie!ii under which these brick kilns woi'k, was considered to be 
very dilticnJt to c»mtioI nnder the Act, as bricks are burnt in sections 
ill circular treticlies with short chimneys put up. When the bricks in 
one (rencli are ready, the chimney is removed to tlie next section and 
.so on, niilil all the contents of the kiln are completed. As the brick 
kilns cannot therefore have fixed hijyh chimneys, the smoke nuisance 
could not be dealt with unless the kilns were removed from the 
loiality. In the interest of public health and to avoid fui^ther com- 
jilaints fiom the ])nblic, Goveinment, at the request of the (Commission, 
hij\e issued a notification in Xovember 1932 ]>rohibitin(r the erei-tion 
or use ol brick kilns within the local limits of the South Suburban 
Muiiicijiality, unless such kilns are pnivided with chimneys approved 
by the (’ommission and are not less than KM) feet hijrh. 

The ('hairmaii has been requested to wani the owners of the brick 
kilns that if the kilns are worked on or after 1st April 1934, with 
chimneys which are not of approved pattern, lej^al inoceedinps wilt 
be taken ajjainst them without any further reference. 

Detecting excessive smoke. 

'I’hc smoke from as many factories, steamers, etc., as <-an l)e seen, 
is obseived from the (Vuitral Smoke Observatory, whiih is fitted with 
a telephone and situated on th(' toji of a hi<jh buildiii};:- The others 
are observed from (he districts. 

Dili ill”' (he year 3,044 offences were reported against 4,S(i4 for 
the previous year, 'relephonic communications at the time of the 
offences committed were 1,425 affuinst 1,991. Inspections and tests 
for educational jmrposes were (i,3()9 a>rainst 15,135. Statutory warn- 
iiifis ufic served in Ki cases apainst 7 for last year. The Commission, 
like other modern Smoke Depaidments, is convinced, on the lono view, 
(hat a broad educational and co-operative fiolicy in the skilled work 
of sniidie abatement fjives the best results. Eurther improvements 
could lie effected if the smoke observations from the Observatory were 
made by Smoke Oliseners instead of the Inspectors, as in other modern 
Smoke Dejuirtmeiits. so as to jr''*' the Inspectors more time to dis- 
(diarjie the en<>-ineerin<>’ duties of inspection at the plants, etc. Kut 
])resent financial strinf>'ency prevents this. 

Publicity. 

In cidlaboration with the Oriental (ias Company and the Calcutta 
Klectiic Su|)ply Corporation, the Commission controlled a section in 
the Calcutta Health Welfare' I\’eek E.vhibition of which Lady 
Mirkmyre is (he l‘iesident. 'I'lii' exhibits showed (he effects id' the 
snudvc nuisance and iiir fiollution in the local res])iratory luortiility 
fioisoniim' food su])|)lie>, the effects on trees, buildiims and distant 
localities and smokeless ejis and electrical appliances for cookin<>' and 
all other domestic purposes. The section was well (latronised by tb<* 
public. 

Durinir tlu' year theie were held at Jamshedpur two Health 
Exhibitions organised by tin* Tata Iron & Stee] (’<>., Idd., and the 
Commission, at their request, exhibited its I'harls and pho(()<rra])hs as 
to the damaf'es caused by smoke and (heir remedies. These exhibits 
were ajipreeiated by the peiqde there. 

Ccmplaints from the public. 

'I'he public arc apparently appreciating the relief that is beiiifiT 
experienced in the miti^’ation of the smoke nuisance, as complaints 
are (juickly made when a nuisance occurs, and have received prompt 
aKention. The Commission hopes that the fyeneral jiublic will con¬ 
tinue to ^how (heir confidence in the work of the Commission by 
reiioi t"i»- siindie nuisances whenever experienced. 

Durine- the year 5!) romplainls were received against 78 for (he 
last year. Many of the complaints were aiBfainst domestic smoke, re- 
gaiding which, as it is exempted, no action can be taken under the 
Act. 


Prosecutions- 

A statement of the (irosecutions undertaken is g-iveii below. There 
were in all 10 cases during the year, I'onvictions and fines being 
obtained in 9 cases. The maximum fine was Rs. 125 and the minimum 
Rs. 8.

General oontroi by the Commiuion. 

The Commission which represents all the interests concerned, held 
13 meetings. The object of its endeavours is to render ever-improving 
sei-vice to the public. It kept in touch with the Smoke Depaitments 
and Fuel and Besearch Institutions in Plurope and America and 
abreast of the latest progress in the scientific use of fuel and fh«i 
scientific abatement of industrial and domestic smoke. 

According to the recommendations of the llengfil Hetre!icliment 
Committee, the amount of fees of the memliers of the Commission for 
attending meetings was reduced from Its. ,32 to Rs. 20 for each member. 

Installations amiroved by the Commission. 

Scientific smoke abatement and economy require balanced plants. 
It would be unsatisfactory in a boiler plant wheie the boilers are 
large enough, if the draught is insufficient to take the reiiuired work 
from the boiler and it would be ns unsatisfactory where the draught 
is ample, if the boiler is too .small to produce the required steam. 
Properly proportioned furnaces, flues and chimneys are the basic factors 
for efficient .smoke abatement, imneasing the power of the plant and 
reducing the overhead and fuel expenses. Under the Act new plants 
installed or alterations made to the old must be approved by the 
Commission. 

During the year the Commi.ssion examined and approved 88 plans, 
of which 79 were made in the office of the Commission, covering nearly 
all types of industrial furnaces. .\1I were granted permission to con¬ 
struct. 

Reduction of smoke nuisance by electric appliances. 

'rile (.‘alcutta Electric Supply (V)rporation have greatly a.^^sisted the 
smoke abatement campaign by means of an intensive propaganda for 
the further u.se of electricity, both in the domestic and industrial fields. 

As a result of their activities during the year, the numb(‘r of 
electric i-onsumers has been increased by' 4,8tMi, whilst an additional 
780 heating and ciadfing circuits have been connected to the Company’s 
mains. 

'rile total number of motors connected during the year was 786 
renresenting .b.tt'it* horse jiower and it is of interest to note that 27 
complete works have been elci-trified which were previously' using «'oal- 
fired Iniileis. 

At the close of the year the Calcutta Elei tric Supply (’orporation 
again reduced their rates for the supply' of energy to large indu.strial 
consumers and it is luqied that this will re.sult in a number of large 
workers being converted during the next 12 months as well as Ix'iiig the 
means of encouraging the starting up of a number of new industries 
which might ofherwi.se have been potential coal-fuel burners. 

Gas is forging ahead. 

Smokeless gas appliances are impoitant factors in abating the deadly' 
low-lying domestic and kindred smoke. 'I’here continues to be a steady' 
demand in the cities of (kilcutta and Howrah for gas-heated appliances 
for domestic, cooking and water-beating purjioses, and also a fair amount 
of business in connection with industrial work. Comjiared with the 
cheapest of solid or liquid fuels its advantages from a health point of 
view alone make it preferable and for cooking and beating its supremacy 
cannot be successfully challenged. To improve public health, therefore, 
it is e.s.sential that Calcutta and Howrah should greatly extend the use 
of gas in dome.stic and kindred fire-places. 

During the year 641 appliances were fitted. 

Conclusion- 

'I’he Commission records its grateful thanks to the Smoke Depart¬ 
ments, Fuel and Engineering llesearch Institutions and the technical 
and local press for the assistance so freely' rendered; to the local owners, 
managers, and engineers without whose valuable assistance efficient 
progress would not have been made; and to the technical staff for its 
ability and loyalty in carrying out the policy of the Commission.

Reports not received. 


The eflect of weather condition on agricultural opera¬ 
tion is generally good. Preparation of landK for trans¬ 
planted paddy as well as transplantation are going 
on. Growth and condition of standing crops are 
generally good except in the case of jute. Harvesting 
of aua (laddy continues. Fodder an<l water are suffi¬ 
cient. There is no indication of crop failure. Cattle- 
disease is reported from Bogra police-station. Condi¬ 
tion of jute plants is not healthy and growth not quite 
satisfactory. No damage. Steeping water ample. 
Height of plants about 61 feet but there are plants 
of stunted growth in several places.
